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The sounds of construction will be 
ringing throughout the Boyne City 
area this summer if the results of the 
Boyne City Planning Commission 
meeting held Monday night are 
followed. . 

In the ‘planters’ action they okayed 
the following: The site plan for the 
Country Star Restaurant and 
Supermarket for the piece of property 
between the Catholic Church and Top 
‘O Michigan Rural Electric} a duplex 
that will be built on Michigan 
Avenue; an expansion of the parking 
Jot at the Dairy Queen; the site plan 
for the Boyne Auto Parts store on the 
old Parrish Garage property on East 
Street; and a lot split for Marvin 
Roberts so that he could start 
preparing a site plan for a develop- 
ment that he wants to do on the 
northeast side of town. 

The Country Star will be breaking 
ground May 1 for a new 7000 square 
foot restaurant that will be close to 
the front of the property that was 
zoned for them last fall. The building, 
which will be separate from the 
supermarket, will be constructed by 
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Peninsula Construction and Supply, a 
Traverse City based builder that. has 
done several ather buildings for the 
Country Star chain as well as other 
area chainstores. 

The restaurant will seat 225 people, 
but will also have a partition so that 


’ private parties could use a portion of 


the restaurant for meetings and other 
events. 

The building will be constructed 
similar to the restaurant Peninsula 


constructed. for the Country Star 


chain in Gaylord although it will have 
some minor changes that will enhance 
the work flow inside the building. 
Outside, the building will be cement 
block, brick and will feature cedar 
shakes along the roof as an architect- 
ural design element. 

Plans for the supermarket show a 
similar outside with parking for 200 
cars in front of the building. The 
market will be placed 470 feet back 
from the M-75 entrance and will allow 
for some other landscaping features.

The builders hope to use local 
subcontractors as much as possible if 
they can qualify and meet the 
company’s criteria. It is estimated 
that the entire project will cost 
$2,000,000. 

Boyne Auto hopes to get started on 
their project, a 12,700 square foot 
addition and reconstruction of the old 
Parrish Garage next to the post office 
on East Street. While owner Lloyd 
VanAlstine is submitting the building 
for bids, he declined to say what the 
cost of the project: will be. 

The building, which is located on 
property that is zoned Central 
Business District, shows that he is 
considering stone and metal facing for

County approached 
to buy Elm Pointe 


Beseiged by residents concerned, 
pro and con, over their proposal to sell 
East Jordan’s Elm Pointe Park, the city 


- council on April 13 offered a formal 


statement to the public. 

The statement declared that the 
council did not plan to use the funds 
from such a sale to balance the budget. 

The budget for 1983-84 is balanced, 
the council has frequently pointed out. 
At budget hearings, however, they 
have also said that they fear that the 
city would be broke the following year. 

In their April 13 statement they said, 
‘‘The sale of the property would enable 
the city to liquidate an asset (meaning 
the park), allowing the proceeds of the 
sale to be used for other important 
capital projects for the betterment and 
improvement of the entire 
community.’ 

Elm Pointe commission chairwoman 
Betty Boswell has nated at council 
hearings that the park was deeded to 
the city for public use and thus cannot 
be sold to private purchasers. 

The possibility, then, of selling to 
another governmental unit is brought 
into the council’s forma] statement. 


This, it says, ‘‘would insure the 
continued use of the property as a 
public park.”’ 


The county would be such a govern- 
mental unit. County commissioner Tom 
Breakey said, ‘‘The county doesn’t 
want to make a move before the people 
of East Jordan have their say.”’ 

If the idea of selling is to be pursued 
by the city council, it will first have to 
be okayed by a city-wide election. 

Breakey said further, if East Jordan 
residents do want the county to buy it, 
the county ‘‘will help all they can to 
keep it a public entity.’” 


Seven vie 


‘‘Actually the county cannot afford to 
buy more land,” said Mike Davis, who 
is county Youth Activities Director. He 
said, not only the purchase price, but 
also large maintenance costs would 
have to be considered. 

The county would have to find 
funding, he said, possibly through the 
Michigan Land Trust Fund Program, 
though, he pointed out, funding is an 
uncertain proposition. 

He said he had checked with Nature 
Conservancy, but there, they are 
lacking funds for 13 sites already on 
their list. Furthermore, the Pointe 
would not qualify for Conservancy 
consideration. 

Davis emphasized that although the 
matter has been under discussion, the 
decision is East Jordan’s. 

Elm Pointe commissioners held a 
meeting April 12 to hear ideas from 
area residents, Boswell said concern 
was expressed on ‘‘preserving this area 
for future generations.’’ 

It would be logical, residents said, to 
sell the Tourist Park and put the land 
on the tax roll. 

Elm Pointe’s lakefront location is in 
South Arm Township, north of city 
limits. 

Boswell said they could find ways of 
covering the yearly expense of the 
park, but the city council is more 
concerned with obtaining the cash flow 
resulting from sale of the park, 

The council’s ad hoc Elm Pointe 
committee is working on getting an 
appraisal of the property. 

The council’s statement concludes by 
saying the council will continue its 
“search for the best way to sell Elm 
Pointe,’’ subject to the vote of 
residents.

Taxes raise ire of taxpayers’ association 


Editor, 

The 1982 state elections are history. 
The rhetoric of the campaign is almost 
forgotten, or is it? 

Most political candidates including 
the governor were talking about 


“improved jobs and opportunities, in- 


creased taxes were almost never men- 
tioned. 

Before the November 1982 election, 
our legislators bit hard on the bullet 
and imposed a cigarette tax of 10 cents 
a pack; they also raised our license 
plate fees and gave us an increase in 
our gas taxes. Jobs were the theme and 
our legislature in their infinite wisdom 
decided to remove millions of dollars 
from the pockets of private citizens to 
create jobs. The unemployment rate 
continued to climb. 

A temporary income tax was the 
answer, the financial wizards on Wall 
Street considered Michigan a terrible 
credit risk. We turned to Japan, the 
legislature once again crunched the 


. bullet in their teeth and the temporaty . 


income tax increase was retroactive to 
the first of the year. More millions of 
dollars were removed from the private 
sector and the unemployment rate 
continued to escalate. 

The 1982 elections were repleat with 
denials for everyone knew that to 
increase taxes would further deter jobs 
and opportunities and would, in fact, 
suppress new business start ups and 
prohibit new companies from locating 
in our state. 

The election is over and the rhetoric 
of the past now haunts the office of the 
governor, and the legislature. 

Increased income taxes are the order 
of the day, and April 15th will probably 
go down in history as the day the 
citizens of our state decided to rebel 
against a governor and a legislature 
who are no longer a representative 
governing body. 

The tax increases are not over with 
yet. On January 1, 1984, our Michigan 
gas tax will be increased an additional 
two cents per gallon, this coming 
October our automobile license plates 
will increase approximately 9 percent, 
and increase again October 1, 1984. 
Property assessments, because of @ 
change in procedure, will likely rise in 
1984 after a minor decrease this year. 
Increased assessments mean increased 
property taxes.
